better chance for optimum health. 

Credit for initiating the human- 
itarian program goes toa Dr. 
Knight, who wass concerned 
about the large number of chil- 
dren with physical defects that 
went uncorrected. from year to 
year-—-worsening all the time. He 
knew by experience something of 
the frustration of the teachers 
and local health officers and 
nurses who “found” these chil- 
dren, but had no provision to fol- 
low-through on needed medical 
treatment. For children with or- 
thopedic and heart defects, there 
was aid from the Cripple Chil- 
dren’s Service. For blind children, 
corrective surgery and glasses, 
when indicated, weré available 


from the Division of the Blind. j$ ' 


For ehildren threatened with 'tu- 
berculosis, there was for a limit- 
ed number the Preventorium. 
But for the majority of the 
state’s children with numerous 
other physical defécts that medi- 
cal selence could ameliorate, there 
was no existent program. Many 
of these children came from f§m- 
ilies not on the welfare rolls —' 
from families termed as “medi- 
cally indigent,” because parents 


could provide the necessities ‘ of | 
daily life but could not afford | 


the expense of surgery, hospitali 
zation, or medical treatment. | 
To do something about this sit- 
uation, De. Knight proposed a 
plan to the State Health Officer 
whereby the State Legislature 
would provide funds to be used 
for the correction of medical de- 
fects of ehildren of medically in- 
digent parents, when matched by 
local funds on a dollar for dollar 
basis. The pian was approved by
